"We favor Federal aid to state 
and local authorities in the con 
struction and maintainence of 
post roads." 

This was a Democratic pre-e- 
lection promise. It was a plank 
in the platform adopted by the 
National Democratic party at 
the Denver convention in 1910. 

This pre-election promise, a- 
iMf with nearly every other one 
made by the Democrats on the 
stump la the last campaign, has 
been fulfilled. T|e Democratic 
House of Representatives has 
just passed the Shackleford a 
mendment to the Postoffice ap- 
propriation bill providiug for an 
expenditure of from ten to eigh- 
teen million dollars annually for 
the construction and improve- 
ment of the nation's roads. 

The principle on which it is 
proposed to spend this money is 
based on compensation to be paid 
by the Federal government for 
the use of roads traversed by car- 
riers in the rural free delivery 
service, and is divided into three 
classes, as follows : 

Class "A"-The highest form 
of improved road in the country, 
for which it is proposed to 
pay $25 per mile per year. 

Class "B"— A thoroughfare of 
high quality, but not equal to 
Class "A", for which it is pro- 
posed to pay $20 per mile per 
ye*r. 

Class "C'-The ordinary dirt 
road of the country, somewhat 
improved, for which it is propos- 
ed to pay $15 per mile per 



country also aids other industries 
in the land. All classes rely up- 
on good crops for prosperity. 

There are, we should judge, 
one thousand farmers in Powell 
county. If these one thousand 
farmers would this year put in, 
in addition to their other usual 
crops, twelve acres each of cow 
peas and carefully save the seed 
they produce. There would be 
no less than 100,000 bushels of 
cow peas for sale in the county 
next year and they could easily 
be disposed of on the market next 
spring for no loss than $200,000 
or one-fifth the county's wealth. 
At the same time these farmers 
would have tons of the very best 
pea vi ne hay which would winter 
Jail their stock and bring them 
| out in the spring in a much bet- 
ter condition than they were in 
the fall. All of this can be done 
with but little work and at the 
same time leave the farmers in 
better condition for the peas 
having been grown. The best 
land may be sown in grass and 
only the thin land cultivated to 
get these results. The cow pea 
as a money crop is to the farmers 
of Powell coun'y whst the wheat 
corn and tobacco crops of our 
rich neighbor counties are, if we 
would only take hold. Let us 
begin this year as too much val- 
uable time lias already been lost. 



Sentiment in favor of road im- 
provement with money now be- 
ing wasted for fake commissions 
like the Canadian Boundary com- 
mission—which exists solely to 
provide soft berths for lame duck 
politicians like Tawney of Min- 
nesota — is growing rapidly 
throughout the country. For 
many years the people who live 
in the farming communities, and 
in the smaller cities and towns, 
have felt that too much of the 
public money was being spent iu 
the large cities. In the last ten 
years fully 90 per cent, of the 
public revenue has been spent iu 
the cities, notwithstanding the 
fact that the people of the coun- 
try have furnished more than 
half of all the money collected by 
the government.

Nor 
is that the only way it will come

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SCHOOL GARDEN GREAT HELP 



MONEY IN ROADSIDE FRUIT 



in Germany Tree* Are Made to Help 
Pay the Upkeep of the 
Highways. 

The auction salon of native fruit 
crown on the trees bordering the coun- 
try roads, In the township of Linden, 
adjoining the city of Hanover, yield- 
ed this au'timn 20,fi12 marks <$O0fi). 
\long certain stretches of th?se roads 
the yield has amounted to 1.500 marks 
'H57) a kilometer, or at the rate of 
a mile. 

The province of Hanover has some 
7.000 miles of country highways bor- 
dered with fruit trees, the profit of 
which is appropriated toward the up 
keep of th roads These roads which 
ai common place to the native res- 
ident, are the delight of the American 
tourist, who often wonders why road- 
sides in the I'nited States are not 
thus planted to fruit. 

This application of the beautiful, 
practica' and economic possibilities 
embraced in the control of such pub- 
lic property as roads is a fine Illus- 
tration oi the community thrift of the 
German. During the three weeks pe- 
riod of ripening sharp eyed old watch 
men on bicycles patrol the roads, be- 
ing particularly active on Sundays, 
when the people are out in large 
numbers. 

It is forbidden to pick up fruit from 
the ground, and to knock it from the 
trees is subject to a fine of 100 marks 
I (33. M) or more for etch o!Tense, 
says Consular and Trade Reports. 
Laws and regulations for the general 
good, however, excite such respect on 
the part of the German that cases of 
theft of fruit from the highway fruit 
trees rarely occur

plan Its future 

In the English style of park building 
the grandest examples may be UN 
In the simple copying of nature, and 
Its reproduction In places previously 
laid waste by the hand of man. or In 
those barren parts where little natu 
ral beauty was present, man has prac- 
ticed "the art that doth mend" nature 
until under his plastic hnnd all has 
become beautiful One cannot Bee in 
such places even a suggestion of the 
French. Italian or other styles, but 
will notice that the simple needs of 
the landscape have been met. That 
Is the general conception of English 
and American parks, though small for 
mal gardens of the older style may 
be Imposed upon the natural in appro- 
priate spots In French and Italian 
parks, especially the smaller ones, the
